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MixMedia Tower 

Your RadioShack MixMedia Tower easiiy snaps together 
to hoid any combination of up to 20 CDs or ZIP disks. A 
separate tray iets you store 3.5-inch diskettes, ZIP disks, 
and mini disks. Siots on top of the tower hoid a few CD 
and ZIP disk cases; there are aiso three narrow siots that 
hoid CDs without their cases. 

Foiiow these steps to assembie the tower. 

1 . Fit the two tabs at the top of the ieft side panei inside 
the ieft edge of the top panei so that the corners iine 
up. 

Hint: The narrow siots in the top panei shouid be at 
the tower’s front edge. 

2. Fit the two tabs at the top of the right side panei 
inside the right edge of the top panei so that the cor- 
ners iine up. 

3. Siide the pins in the right side panei into the hoies in 
the ieft side panei. 

4. Turn the tower upside down so it rests on its top 
panei. Then position the bottom panei over the iarge 
tabs on the side paneis. 

Hint: Be sure that the bottom panei’s corners iine up 
with the corners formed by the side paneis, and that 
the tabs fit aii the way into the iarge siots in the bot- 
tom panei. 

5. Each iarge siot has two smaii tabs on its narrow 
ends. Position a fiat-biade screwdriver next to each of 
these tabs and carefuiiy iift the edges of each iarge 
tab over each siot’s smaii tabs. 

6. Peei off the protective covering to expose the adhe- 
sive on one of the rubber feet. Press it in piace inside 
one of the smaii squares on the bottom panei. 
Repeat this step with the other 3 rubber feet. 

Turn the tower right-side up and it is ready to use. 

If you want to use the separate tray, simply slide it into 
one of the shelves with the media slots toward the front of 
the tower. If you store diskettes on this tray, you can slide 
the tray partway out so the back edges of the diskettes 
are just in front of the shelves, then flip through the dis- 
kettes to see what you have.

To enjoy your tower for a long time: 

• Use and store the tower only in normal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the tower gently and carefully. Do not drop it. 

• Wipe the tower with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new.
